pumber on 3 FOR CITY DEBENTURES! ON GOVERNMENT RAILROADS 


Bids Not High Enough to Suit Finance Committee of Minister of Railways Will Lay Bill Before Parliament 
Council and Bonds Will be Held to Later Date 


Shortly After Re-Assembling

Ottawa. Dec. 22.—Hon. H. R. Emmerson, minister of railways 
has succeeded in getting the sanction of his colleagues to the estab- 
lishment of an annuity fund for employees on the L.C.R. and gov- 
ernment railways. Shortly after Parliament reassembles Mr. Em- 
merson will introduce a bill to establish an LC.R. and Prince Ed- 
ward Island railway employees fund. By this bili 
which will come into force on April 1 t. one and one-half per 
cent. per month of the employees wages will be contrituted to- 
wards this fund. All the officers and employees of the road must 


provi 


| contribute tothe fund. It will be compulsery. The enly exceptions 


will be those on the road who-come under the Civil Service Act. 
The furid shall be handed over to the crown and interest will be 
paid on it at 3 per cent., the same as Is wiven in the savings 
banks. The board which will control and administer this fund 
will consist of five persons, a general manager, chief officers and 
‘wo elected by the employees at large. The head office will be at 
Moncton. The beard will make regulations subject to the approv- 
al of the minister. The minister will have’ the appointment of the 
secretary of the board who will be subject to the board. The fund 
shall be administered through- the minister by the heard. The 
classes to which the fund will be available are divided as follows: 
Class “A” those who have attained the age of 70 years and have 
been 15 years or more in service; class “B” those who have attaiu- 
ed the age between 61 and 69 years and have been 15 years or

RAILWAY ACTIVITY 


Ottawa, Dec. 21.—The board of raj]- 
way commissioners has approved of the 
jocattion of the Quill Lake branch, of 
the C. P. R. for tidrty-one miles. Th 
Canadian Pacific is authorized tocro:s 
the Qu’Appelle, Long Lake and Saskat- 
chewan andj Saskatoon, the Canadian 
Pacific to pay the cost of the diamond 
as well as the wages of the flagman. 
The same company is authorized to 
build a branch line at Elkhorn to the 
premises of Reid Bros. 

The Midjand Ra:iway Company js giv- 
en authority to cross the tracks of the 
Canadian Pacific at Clifton avenue. and 
McPhillips street, Winnipeg. A’ dia- 
mond is tto be inserted and crossings 
are to be protected by semaphores at 
the cost of the applicant. The Mid- 
jand company must also pay for a {lag- 
man at each street, the appointment to 
be made by the Canadian Pac’fic. 

The Qu’Appelle, Long Lake and Sas 
katchewan is granted authority to build 
& spur line along Simith street, Regina 
to the preriises of Laird @ Co.. 

Winnipeg. Dec. 21.—A resume of Can- 
adian Northern construction work for 
the year 1906 shows that 230.65 miles 
have been graded, and 167.37 miles of 
rails laid during the year now drawing 
to aclose. Of this amount 100.80 
miles of grading, and 72.73 miles of 
steel] has fallen to Manitoba's lot, 
while Saskatchewan got 129.85 miles of 
grade and 56.16 mijes of track. In Al- 
berta 38.48 miles of track have been 
laid. 

Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 21.—The town- 
site of Prince Rupert will not be put 
on the market by the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific till next Sectember, according to 
an announcement today by F. G. Rus- 
sell, executive agent of the line in the 
west, after returning from the north. 
Russell added that it had not been ex- 
pected that the work of the improve- 
ment of the tewnsite would have been 
such a jJarge work, as it turns out to 
be.”

Brandon,, Dec. 21.--Considerabie in- 
dignattion is being felt here among 
local dealers over the action of the cty 
council delegat.on in purchasing or au- 
thorizing the purchase of so much fuc] 
for the city. Nearly 100 cars of coai 
and 1,000 cords of wood are to be pur- 
chased by tthe city, and this, the deal- 
€fs say will completely take away ther 
business. ‘ihe c.ty got no better terms 
than the local dealers would have got 
and to the original cost must be addei 
the expenses of the three composing the 
delegation to Winaipeg. The dealers 
claim too that they are not going to 
be allowed the fuel here for the city, 
as it has been put in the hands ofpub- 
licity manager Marrow.

THE FOUNDER OF THE NOBEL 
PRIZES 


The Nobel prizes are named in honor | 


of Dr. Alfred bernhard Nobel, the 
Swedish scientist, who died in 1898. 
Through his discovery of dynamite Dr. 
Nobel has amassed an immense 
tune; and his disposal of his $8,000,000 
makes the Nobel will one of the mot 
remarkable ever filed. This money was 
to be invested and the interest 
year Was to be divided into five prizes 
each amounting to approximately $40,- 
000. 
Norwegian Storth ng wags to award the 


prizes to the men who had done the! 


best work in the promotion of uni-! 
versal peace, literature, medical ro- 
search, chemical research and physics. 


It was not till 1901 that the arrange- 
ments for administering the trust were 
completed and the first 


most controversy over the merits cf 
the awards, and in no year was there 
universal’ satisfaction. It 
hard for any committee to make 
awards that would be open to no criti- 
cism, butt the view has been expressed 
that better informer referets than 
members of the Swedish Parliament 
might easily have been chosen. 
THE GERMANS LEAD 

It cannot be said, however, that 
Norwegian Par] ament has indu’ged in 
any ‘‘favored son’’ discrimination. In- 
deed, it appears to have taken great 
pains to avoid the very appearance of 
this fault and thus may have com- 
mitted the opposite injustice From 
1901 to 1905 the Germans have furnish- 
ed eight prize-winners, the 
five, the English four, the Swiss three. 
the Dutch two, and Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway, Austria, Russia, Poland ard 
Spain cne each, the prizes having been 
divided up in some cases. This year an 
American 
Englishman, Prof. Thompson, ‘the 
man who split the atom,” gets the phy- 
sics prize; Signor Carducce, an Italian 
poet, wins the prize for literature; the 
medical prize will be divided betwecn 
an Italian and Spaniard, and the chem- 
istry prize goos to Prof. Moisson, o: 
| Paris.

Scientific American.—The “Mauretania,” the second of the new 
2o-knot turbine liners which are being built for the Cunard Steam- 
ship Company, was recently successfully launched at the yards of 
the builders, Swan, Hunter & Wigham Richardson. The contract 
of the Cunard Company with the British governmnet binds them to 
build two liners, to average 24 3-4 knots, which are to be retained 
at the call of the Admiralty in case of war. In return the govern- 
ment advances a sum of $13,000,000 for the construction of the 
ships at 23 per cent. interest. and the government also makes an 
annual payment of $750,000 to the company. The literal terms of 
the contract are that the vessels shall make 25} knots on trial. and 
that within a year of taking their place in service they shall make 
a round trip to New York and back at 24 3-4 knots. 

The “Mauretania” is identical with the “Lusitania” except in 
minor details. The form and dimensions of the ships are based 
upon tank experiments at the government tank at Haslar: but these 
these experiments at the government tank at Haslar: but these 
experiments were supplemented by the builders, who constructed a 
40-feet 6-inch launch, which was of the same general form as the 
big steamship: and with this, elaborate tests were made on varia- 
tions in the form of the stern and in the design of the propellers, 
As a result_of these experiments the outer propellers have been 
placed scmewhat farther ahead of the inner propellers than in the 
“Lusitania.” and the shape of the propeller blades is slightly 
modified.

It was in 1896 that a beginning was 
made in government creameries,three 
having been established that year. 
These produced 132,021 pounds, which 
realized an average price of 18,57¢, 
j the total value amounting to $2:1,526.- 
| 43. No less than thirteen more cream- 
eries have been erected since then 
and during the year 1905-6 the output 
amounted to 1,154,396 pounds, fetch- 
ing an average price of 25.30 cents 
in winter and 21.09 in summer, the 
total value being 248.529.31. When 
were started many 
people opposed the idea of the gov- 
ernment entering into such an enter- 
prise, but events have fully justified 
the supporters of the scheme. The 
provincial authorities have now com- 
plete .charge of the whole business. 
After -siving the above particulars the 
report makes the following comments 
on the industry: 

“Tt will be seen from the foregoing 
record that the creamery industry has 
made most progress in the province 
of Alberta, The district between Cal- 
gary and Edmonton seems to be par- 
ticularly adapted to support a flour- 
ishing dairy industry and present in- 
dications are that butter-making will 
be the chief industry of the district 
for some time to come at any rate.
